पर , निम्नलिखित खण्ड प्रतिस्थापित कर दिया जाएगा , अर्थात् : -- 

" xii ) “बहुविध " से अभिप्राय है, चलचित्रदर्शी प्रदर्शनी के लिए किसी. वाणिज्यिक भवन की किसी मंजिल पर एक से अधिक 

सिनेमा थियेटर वाला कोई स्थान । "

No. 28 /3/2003-4HG -II. - In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 9 of the Punjab Cinemas (Regulation ) 
Act, 1952 (Punjab Act 11 of 1952 ), and all otherpowers enabling him in this behalf, the Governor ofHaryana hereby makes 
the following rules further to amend the Punjab Cinemas (Regulation ) Rules, 1952, in their application to the State of 
Haryana, namely : 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Punjab Cinemas (Regulation ) Haryana Second Amendment Rules, 2003. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the OfficialGazette . 

2. In the Punjab Cinemas (Regulation ) Rules, 1952 (hereinafter called the said rules), in rule 2 for clause (xii ), the 
following clause shall be substituted namely : 

" (xii) " multiplex" means a place having more than one cinema theatres on any floor a commercial building for 

cinematograph exhibition ". 
3. In the said rules , in rule 3 for clause (v),the following clause shall be substituted , namely : 
" (v ) Provisional licence may be granted for a multiplex initially for a period not exceeding six months 

extendable for a further period of six months if the licencing authority is satisfied that all the safety 
norms have been provided ” .

No. SEC /2ME/2003/ 12377. – Whereas, the State Election Commission had issued a notification No. SEC /2ME/ 
2003/12198, dated 21st November, 2003 vide which the programme for revision of electoral rolls of all the wards of 
Municipal Committee , Pinjore , District Panchkula was issued and according to which the date of final publication of the 
electoral rolls of all the wards of this Committee was prescribed as 31stDecember, 2003. As per this programme,the period 
of preparation of draft electoralrolls was prescribed from 24th November, 2003 to 1stDecember, 2003 . 

2. And , whereas, the Deputy Commissioner, Panchkula vide its fax message No. 1536 /LFA /2003, dated 
27th November , 2003 , has stated to the Commission that the period given for the preparation of draft electoral rolls is 
not sufficient for completing the process of draft electoral rolls of all the wards ofMunicipal Committee, Pinjore as per 
Sr.No. (i) of the notification dated 21st November , 2003. The Deputy Commissioner , Panchkula , therefore , requested that 
at least eighteen days period i.e. upto 10th December, 2003 may kindly be given for this purpose and revised notification 
may be issued. 
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3. And , whereas, the final publication of the Electoral rolls shall now be on Sth January , 2004, the State Election 
Commission also directs that the revision of rolls of all the wards of the Municipal Committee , Pinjore shall be with 
reference to 1st January , 2004 as the qualifying date . 

4. Now , keeping in view the request of the Deputy Comniissioner, Panchkula and in partial modification of the 
Notification No. SEC / 2ME/2003/12198 , dated 21st November, 2003 issued by the Commission ,the programme for revision 
of electoral rolls of all thewards ofMunicipal Committee, Pinjore, District Panchkula with reference to 1st January ,2004 as 
qualifying date on the basis of Assembly Electoral Rolls finally published on 6th January, 2003, is re-prescribed as 
under : 

(i) Preparation ofDraft Electoral Rolls of all the Wards ofMunicipal Committee 24-11-2003 (Monday ) 
Pinjore ,District Panchkula with reference to 1st January, 2004 as the qualifying 

to 
date , on the basis of Assembly Electoral Rolls finally published on 8-12-2003 (Monday ) 
6th January, 2003 (Rule 4 of Haryana Municipal Election Rules, 1978 ) and 
also adding the names of eligible persons after conducting house to house 
survey & deleting the names of persons who had died and also of those 
who are found to be no longer ordinarily residing in the territorial limits of 

the Municipal Committee during the house to house survey. 
( ii) Draft publication of electoralrolls of all the Wards of the Municipal Committee 9-12-2003 ( Tuesday ) 

Pinjore ,Distt. Panchkula prepared with reference to 1st January, 2004 as the 
qualifying date, on the basis of Assembly Electoral Rolls published on 
6th January, 2003 , and house to house survey as per para 4 (i) above, for 

inviting claims & objections. (Rule -7 of the Rules ibid ). 
(i ) Last date by which the claims & objections shall be presented to the Revising 19-12-2003 (Friday ) 

Authority . ( Rule- 9 of the rules ibid ). 
( iv ) Last date by which the claims and objections shall be disposed of by the 20-12-2003 (Saturday) 

Revising Authority. (Rule - 10 ( 1) (i) and ( ii) of the rules ibid). 
(v) Last date for filing appeals against the orders of the Revising Authority 27-12-2003 (Saturday ) 

with the concerned Deputy Commissioner, Panchkula . ( Rule -10( 2 ) of the 

rules ibid ). 
(vi) Last date for disposal of appeals by the Deputy Commissioner, Panchkula . 31-12-2003 (Wednesday) 

(Rule - 10 (3 ) ofthe rules ibid ). 
(vii) Final publishing/ printing of electoral rolls . (Rule -11). 

05-01-2004 (Monday ) 
5. The State Election Commission further directs that while preparing the ward -wise draft Municipal Electoral 
Rolls , it should be ensured that names of the persons, who had died and also of those who have ceased to ordinarily 
reside/no longer ordinarily residing in the territorial areas of the Municipal Committee Pinjore of District Panchkula but 
their names are still existing in the Assembly Electoral Rolls relating to the municipal area of the Committee finally 
published on 6th January, 2003, should not be included in the ward -wise draft Municipal Electoral Rolls now to be 
prepared for publishing them to invite claims & objections. 

6. The State Election Commission further directs thatwhile preparing the ward-wise draft Electoral Rolls, it should 
be ensured that names of the persons,who had died or ceased to ordinarily reside/no longer residing in the territorial area 
ofMunicipal Committee Pinjore of District Panchkula but their names are still existing in the ElectoralRolls ofMunicipal 
Committee Pinjore of District Panchkula should not be included in the ward -wise Draft ElectoralRolls now to be prepared 
for publishing to invite claims and objections . 

7. The State Election Commission further directs that for the preparation of ward -wise Draft Municipal Rolls on the 
basis of Assembly Rolls , two copies of relevant part of the Assembly Electoral Rolls be obtained free of cost from 
Tehsildar/Naib Tehsildar Elections, Panchkula , if additional copies of the relevant parts of the Assembly Electoral Rolls 
are required , then the same be purchased from the Tehsildar /Naib Tehsildar Elections,Panchkula after making payment 
per page as fixed by the State Election Department. Data Base CD of the Assembly Electoral Rolls should also be obtained 
from the Tehsildar/Naib Tehsildar Election, Panchkula on payment & necessary two or eight column required to be printed 
for the purpose for theMunicipal Rolls be provided on the format prescribed for the Municipal Rolls as annexure attached 
herewith . 
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8. The State Election Commission further directs that : 
(a) The Deputy Commissioner,Panchkula shall givewide publicity to the above programme indicating place 

and time of receiving & disposal of claims and objections by the Revising Authority /ies and disposal of 
appeals by the Deputy Commissioner. She will issue press notes and also paid advertisements in the two 

local newspapers . She will also make publicity through electronic media . 
(b ) One copy of the draft electoral rolls published for inviting claims & objections shall be made available to 

the Secretaries of the Municipal Committee Pinjore of District Panchkula , one copy in the office of 
concerned Tehsildar, one copy in the office of concerned Sub -Divisional Officer (Civil ), copy to the 
concerned Revising Authorities and one copy be kept in the concerned Deputy Commissioner s office , 

for making available for inspection to the public free of cost. 
(c) The Deputy Commissioner, Panchkula shallpublish the ward -wise draftMunicipal Electoral Rolls together 

with a notice including the date ( i.e. 19th December, 2003 ) by which the claims & objectionswith reference 
to the draft rolls ,may be presented to the Revising Authority/ies . The Deputy Commissioner, Panchkula 
shall appoint five Authorised Officers and sufficient number of required supporting staff and other 
officials to assist the Revising Authorities for providing copies of the draft Municipal Electoral Rolls for 
inspection to the public and also to receive claims & objections. After the draft publication of the ward 
wise Municipal Electoral Rollsmadeon 9th December, 2003 these DraftMunicipal Electoral Rolls should 
be made available to the public for consultation and inspection at some prominentplaces also, preferably 
at Government or Municipal buildings and for this purpose Five Centres assigning three Wards to each 
centre should be created for MunicipalCommittee Pinjore under the charge of an Authorised Officer and 
at these centres, the ward -wise Draft Electoral Rolls should be placed for supervision of the Authorised 
Officer assisted by supporting staff so that after inspection of these ward -wise Draft ElectoralRolls , the 
aggrieved person (s) can file claims and objectionsbefore the Authorised Officers and proper receipts for 
these claims & objections filed before them , should be issued to the person (s) who have filed the claims 
and objections and these Officers should also inform them the date, time and place of disposal of their 

claims & objections by the Revising Authority /ies as prescribed by them . 
(d) The Revising Authority / ies shall, after holding such enquiry into the claims or objections as he/they 

thinks fit, record his/ their decision in writing and shallmake available on demand a copy of such decision 

to the objector or claimant free of charge forthwith . 
(e) The Revising Authority/ies after disposal of all the claims & objections in terms ofunder Sub - rule (1) of 

Rule 10 of the HaryanaMunicipal Election Rules, 1978 , shall forward a list of such claims and objections 
along with his orders thereon to the Deputy Commissioner, Panchkula with in the prescribed time. Any 
person aggrieved of any such order of the Revising Authority /ies, may within five days apply to the 
Deputy Commissioner, Panchkula for revision of the orders of the Revising Authority . The Deputy 
Commissioner, Panchkula shall within a period of three days confirm such order, or set it aside or pass 
such order with respect to the claim or objection as she may deem fit. The decision of the Deputy 

Commissioner on appeal shall be final. 
(1) The Deputy Commissioner, Panchkula shall publish the final ElectoralRolls on 5th January, 2004 and the 

Electoral Rolls of the Committee shall come into force from the date of publication . 
(g ) After completion of every stage of the preparation process, the Deputy Commissioner, Panchkula shall 

invariably send a message to the State Election Commission and shall also keep the State Election 
Commission informed ofthe statistical Data like the numbers of claims, objections and corrections received, 

accepted and rejected. 
9. The State Election Commission further directs that a copy ofward -wise Municipal Electoral Rolls of Municipal 
Committee Pinjore of District Panchkula on their final publication on 5th January, 2004 shall be submitted to the State 
Election Commission on the same date and two copies thereof shall be supplied to all the Political Parties in the State of 
Haryana under intimation to the State Election Commission .
